Heroin. Found ‘in ° 
Jam Tins. 


ON ITALIAN TEAMER. 


The China Mail learns that as & 
result of a-rald. yesterday by 
Revenue Officers, of | the ; Italian 
ship Hilda, one, of the most 
sensational hauls of drugs yet known 
in the Colony was made, An inter- 
ested crowd gathered on the water- 
front at about 2.15 p.m., when aboul 
40 large wooden packing casea, each 
mensuring about 8 ft. x 4 ft. x 1.ft., 
were landed. The caseg were all 
marked E.R., and were consigned 
a3 containing,jam and glass. 

But, later, Investigation prove 
otherwise, The cases did un- 
doubtedly contain tins marked "Jay 
—Plum and—Apple” “Jam—Goose- 
berry,” and so on. And the tins’ 
appeared to be all properly acaled 
and secure, There was no makers’ 
mark on them. But when the first 
batch were opened, came the ‘big 
revelation. The jam. ‘was there 
sure enough,—but so was the 
heroin! os 

It was neatly tucked away inside 
the tins amongst the jam, but once I 
had been located, the rest was easy. 

Ingentous, Methods. 
This would have appeared to be 
ingenious enough, but further dis- 
closures, were made when the, cases 
containing glass were opened. Jt 
is customary when packing glass to 
divide the sheets with packing and 
thin slats of wood, the. slats in this 
case being about Y-inch thick. 
Close examination of these slats 
howed that they were nothing else 
but thin plywood shells, inside 
which flat’ oblong tina, each packed 
with heroin, . had ‘been secreted. 
Fach tin was about 6 ins. long by 
three inches wide. , This ~ is con- 
sidered to be one of the clevorest 
methods of smuggling the drug yet 
discovered locally. * ‘ 
- Came From Trieste. 

The Hilda, the . ship from 
which the haul was made, 
fa ‘on’. Italian vessel of 4,901 
tons ‘gross, “She fe - com- 
manded by Captain Tarabocchia, and 
‘arrived here on Wednesday, mooring 
at Buoy A24, - Her last port was 
Saigon, but she originally sailed 
from Trieste, via Venice, Brindisi, 
Indian porta and Singapore. She 
is controlled by the Lloyd Trieatino 
Navigation Company, whose local 
agents are Messrs. Dodwell & Co., 
Lid. According to Lioyd’s Re- 
gister, her port of registry , is 
Lussinpiccolo, 
owners, the Societa Anonima de 
Navigaziohe a Vapore, “Lussino.”

The low premium income and 
consequent Increased loss and ex- 
pense ratios: is causing fire insur- 
ancé company executives to raise 
questions about organisation | eX- 
penses which under more favour- 
able conditions they would pay 
without comment.

rates,, which, become jower every 
year, are largely due to reduced fire’ 
losses, brought about largely: by tha 
educational work done by the, com- 
pany organisations. The question 
has been raised to, what extent the 
companies owe {t to the public to 
work for the reduction of their own 
income.
